Mr. Mintoff. who wrs premier 
from 1955 until 1958, when he 
resigned, campaigned on a prom- 
ise of making the 122-square-mile 
island a neutral Mediterranean 
center, cutting back its close ties 
with the North Atlantic . Treaty 
Organization. 

Georglo Borg Olivier, premier 
since 1966 (Malta gained inde- 
pendence In 19641, refused to 
concede defeat until all the re- 
turns were in from the 180,000 
voters who went to the polls from 
Saturday through yesterday. 

Favored tJJL Ties 

Mr. Borg Olivier campaigned on 
a pro-Western platform, which 
called for firming up Malta's 
Commonwealth ties with Britain, 
including maintaining a military 
treaty under which Britain bases 
troops here.

Cosmonauts Pass 250 Hours, 
May Try to Set Time Mark 


. MOSCOW, June 16 CURD.—’ The 
Soviet Union’s Salyut cosmonauts 
today flew beyond the 250-hour 
mark In space and scientific ob- 
servers said they mar be head- 
ing for an endurance record. 

Lt. Col. Georgy Dobrovolskl, 
Vladislav Volkov and Viktor Pat- 
sayev were settled into a daily 
schedule of sleep, relaxation, 
exercise and work aboard the 25- 
ton space station. 

Scientific observers said the 
nature of the cosmonauts’ an- 
nounced scientific program and 
the direction of the Soviet space 
program convinced them the three 
men may total at least two weeks, 
if not more, in space. 

Endurance Record . 

The space endurance record, 
was set last year by cosmonauts 
Andrian NIkolayev and: Vitaly 
Sevastianov,- who . spent, 18 days in 
orbit aboard Soyuz-9. 

On the basis of knowledge 
gained in . the flight of Soyuz-9, 
Soviet scientists will want to test 
new methods of combating the 
in effects of weightlessness, the 
Observers- said. That would ne- 
cessitate a- mission of a duration 
comparable to that of Soyuz-9 so 
doctors could make an accurate 
comparison . of preventive mea- 


sures and determine if the new 
techniques can prevent space 
Illnesses. 

Col. Dobrovolskl and his crew 
went into space June 6 aboard 
Soyuz-11. They- docked with the 
Salyut station the following day 
and began a schedule of scientific 
studies that included detailed 
monitoring of their own biological 
processes. 

The cosmonauts are also fol- 
lowing a strict program of ex- 
ercise in a special area of the 
space station. They spend two 
hours a day running on a tread- 
mill or exercising with a variety 
of elastic lzed devices.

WASHINGTON. Jane 16 (WPi. 
—The Senate today rejected by 
55 to 42 the Hatfield-McGovern 
amendment requiring a pull-out 
of all UJS. military forces from 
Indochina by Dec. 31. 

The outcome was an important 
victory for the Ntxon administra- 
tion. It indicated that, despite n 
almost universal desire In the 
Senate to get the war ended, the 
-upper chamber still favors per- 
mitting President Nixon to wind 
dawn the conflict in a manner 
and at a pace of his own choos- 
ing. 

Passage of the amendment 
would have been a Shattering 
repudiation of the President— a 
dear signal that the. Senate had 
last confidence in his desire or 
ability to end the war. 

The Senate was not ready to 
say that today. 

Earlier, the Senate rejected by 
53 to 44 a compromise measure 
offered as a substitute far the 
MCGovera-Hatfield amendment. ' 

The substitute, offered by Sen. 
Lawton Chiles. D., FI el, would 
have set a June 1, 1972, pullout 
date provided the Communists 
repatriated all American prison- 
ers by April l. 

Sen. George S. McGovern, D. 
S. D., co-sponsor of the amend- 
ment, which would have cut off 
funds for the prosecution of the 
war after Dec. 31, ascribed the 
defeat of his proposal to the 
‘Teluctance of the Senate to im- 
pose its will an the President 
because of the conditioning over 
the past 25 years that the main 
judgments in the conduct of a 
war should be with the Presi- 
dent" 

_Sen. McGovern said, *V3ther 
.senators .don't want- to give the 
impress km of repudiating* the ' 
President. They feel that he is 
ending it.” 

Underscoring Ben. McGovern's 
reading of the reasons for the 
defeat was a statement by Sen. 
Lowell Welcker Jr., R, Conn- 
just before the voting began. “I 
rise today In support of the Presi- 
dent and what he has done to 
get us out of Vietnam ” Sen. 
■Welcker said. 

He said all the good intentions 
of the sponsors of the amend- 
ment are "obliterated by the im- 
plication that this be a 'no-con- 
fidence' vote on Richard Nixon's 
handling of Vietnam.” 

He said the amendment simply 
would say that the President's 
promise to get out “has not been 
kept . . 1 The amendment is 
four years too late.” 

_ Although the amendment was 
beaten handily, lt received a 
substantial number of votes, in- 
dicating the depth of Senate 


unhappiness with continuation of 
the war. 

Last year, a similar proposal — 
with the temporary aid of public 
furore over the Cambodia incur- 
sion. and the Kent State Univer- 
sity shootings— was defeated, 55- 
to-39.

- Virgin," has turned up in Man- 
hattan 35 years after being stolen 
in Madrid during the Spanish 
Civil War. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation recovered the

- was stolen from a palatial resi- 

■ dence in Madrid in July of 1936. 
The house had been invaded by 

■ Madrid Socialist groups, three 
years before Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco took control of the 
area in 1939. . . 

John F. Malone, assistant FBI 
director in charge of the New 
York office, in announcing the 
painting's recovery, said he would 
not disclose where it was found. 
No arrests have yet been made, 
he said, though an investigation 

. was In progress to identify the 
persons connected with the theft, 
sale -and transport of the 22-by- 
43- inch painting to- America. 

Its recovery ended a three-year 
hunt by the FBI, which was in- 
formed in 1968 by the Spanish 
police that the painting had been 
taken to the' United States. 

Now that the painting has been 
Identified, the Spanish govern- 
ment is reportedly anxious to get 
it back, most likely for display 
in Madrid’s Prado Museum. 

Everett Eahy, curator of Euro- 
pean paintings at the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, and an 
EL Greco expert, authenticated 
the painting, Mr. Malone said. 
European experts of -El Greco 
have also been asked to inspect 
it, he added. 

The jatnting is being kept in 
a vault at the FBI office to Man- 
hattan ptfnAing that examination.

Survey Finds No Complaints 
By Europe Allies on Report

LONDON, June 16 (NYTi. — America's European allies say that 
they have made no oomplaints to the State Department — and asked 
no questions— about The New York Times publication of documents 
on toe Vietnam war. 

Secretary of State William P. Rogers said yesterday that pub- 
lication would cause “a great deal of difficulty” to foreign relations. 
He said some concerned foreign governments had already made 
“demarches” to the united States. 

A survey by Times correspondents turned up no sign of any 
“de ma rche" in Europe. Official sources in Britain. France. West 
Germany, Italy. Belgium, the Netherlands, Spain and Portugal said 
they had not raised any question about the matter. The American 
Embassy in Greece said it had heard nothing from that government. 

European officials familiar with the American system of govern- 
ment were not surprised at a disagreement between an adminis- 
tration in Washington and the press. Thus a spokesman far the 
Belgian Foreign Ministry said: 

“This affair does not concern Belgium. It is an internal ques- 
tion of journalistic morality." 

Another reason mentioned for not taking exception to the ap- 
pearance of official foreign affairs documents to print is that, to 
recent years, politicians have published so many supposed secrets 
in their memoirs. 

For example, some British correspondents in Washington men- 
tioned that a cable from Harold Wilson— then prime minister— to 
President Johnson had been published yesterday by The Times. 

But Mr. Wilson's own memoirs have already appeared serially 
in the Sunday Times of London. And among other things he de- 
scribed at great length exchanges between the American and British 
governments over Vietnam. 

Mr. Wilson quoted statements allegedly made to him by Mr. 
Johnson, by UjS. Ambassador David Bruce and by other American 
officials. Some of these concerned highly sensitive efforts to set 
up a negotiated settlement of the war. 

For this reason, a high-ranking British politician, when asked 
today whether he thought the publication of documentary material 
on the history of the war could injure Anglo-American relations.

WASHINGTON, June 16 CAF-

The amendment to cut all $806.1 
million of F-14 procurement mon- 
ey out of a $21-9 bHIion weapons 
authorization bill was made by 
the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee chairman, F. Edward 
Hebert. D., La., and passed by 
voice vote. 

Grumman issued a surprise 
statement yesterday saying it 
would be “very appropriate" for 
Congress to stop funding the 
F-14 until cost overrun problems 
were settled. 

Rep. Hebert told the House 
yesterday the money could be 
restored later this year if the 
Defense Department delivers a 
satisfactory solution to the F-14's 
$2 billion cost-overrun , problem. 

*We Are Not Surprised’ 

“We are not surprised by He- 
bert's action," Grumman said in 
a brief statement. “We consider 
it very appropriate." 

The company said it is pleased 
by congressional and Pentagon 
studies of F-14- cost problems and, 
"We have confidence in the wis- 
dom of their reviews.” 

Defense Department officials 
have Indicated a cutback . from 
the original 710 F-14s is their 
likely answer to the cost overruns. 

Defense officials told Mr. He- 
bert's committee that if Congress 
does not approve money for 48 
more 1 places by October, Grum- 
man could declare, its present 
contract breached and thus 
open for renegotiation to cut Its 
losses.

MOSCOW, June 16.— Now that 
the tourist season is getting un- 
der way, Soviet citizens are again 
being warned to beware of strang- 
ers bearing flight bags and guide- 
books. 

The operative word for Soviet 
citizens who come in contact with 
foreigners, is: ”V3gflance.” 

As Kommunlst. a bimonthly 
magazine published by the Com- 
munist party’s Central Commit- 
tee. put it in its latest issue: 

“Espionage and ideologically 
subversive activity against our 

country is conducted with tbe 

assistance of 'agents who arrive 
In 'our country . as tourists, mem- 
bers of delegations or specialists. 
Special centers in the United 
States find suitable candidates 
for trips to the Soviet Union, and 
train them for intelligence activ- 
ities. . 

Conflict Revealed 

The warning represents a con- 
flict between ideology and prac- 
tical requirements of tbe Soviet 
Union. 

As always, the Kremlin is sus- 
picious of visitors from countries 
with “differing social systems." 
Fifty-four years after tbe advent 
of Soviet power, the government 
has not shaken the political con- 
spirator’s constant fear of be- 
trayal. 

On the other hand, the Krem- 
lin Is eager for foreigners to visit 
the Soviet Union. They bring 
in needed hard currency for the 
nation's foreign exchange pro- 
gram. 

The Kremlin does not disclose 
how much It earns in foreign 


exchange from tourists, who last 
year totaled slightly over two 
million. However, about three- 
fourths of them came from East 
Europe. 

Screened From People 

Most ordinary visitors, however, 
are effectively screened from 
studying tbe life of the Soviet 
peoples. 

The visitor Is shown monu- 
ments, not people. In Moscow 
the main attraction is, of course, 
the Kremlin, an architecturally 


interesting pile of stone display- 
ing tbe wealth of a long-departed 
aristocracy. 

Virtually all of its major ele- 
ments were built before Soviet 
power had been heard of. 

The country's second major at- 
traction is Leningrad, a monument 
to Peter the Great's vanity and 
desire for Russia to join the world. 

Its major lures, too, have little 
to do with Soviet life. Many of 
its major attractions were de- 
signed and built by Italian and 
French artists and architects, for 


an aristocracy that considered the 
mass of Russians as undesirable 
aliens. 

When the visitor is not looking 
at relics, he is In a hotel that 
is barred to Russians, buying 
souvenirs at shops that the Rus- 
sian consumer is not permitted 
to enter. 

About the only Russians he 
will come in contact with are the 
chambermaid, hotel clerk, waiters 
and well-disciplined Intourist 
guides.

Nixon, Brandt Agree on European Security 


WASHINGTON. June 16 iReu- 
ters'.— West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt wound op a two- 
day visit here today after 
reaching a broad identity of views 
with the Nixon administration on 
European security conference. 

Officials said that a general 
consensus had been reached, on 
the Big Four talks on Berlin, the 
Soviet offer of negotiations on 
mutual and balanced force reduc- 
tions in Europe, and a broader 
Europen security conference. 

These officials discounted the 
Implication in one report, that 
President Nixon and Mr. Brandt 
agreed to link progress in the 
Berlin talks to NATO-Warsaw 
Pact discussions on force reduc- 
tions. 

They said that there is no link 
between the two. but that, if the 
Berlin talks wee successful soon, 
this would have an obvious ef- 
fect of helping to pave the way 


for negotiations on troop levels. 

There bad been suggestions 
that Mr. Brandt's aim here was 
to urge the united States to move 
more quickly to pursue the 
Soviet offer on force reductions. 

NATO Position 

But officials said that the 
chancellor had made clear West 
Germany's desire to maintain a 
solid front with the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
position, which is to conduct bi- 
lateral exploratory talks with the 
Soviet Union and other members 
of the Warsaw Pact, then to 
coordinate a negotiating position 
in the autumn at & deputy 
foreign ministers 1 meeting. 

Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers told Mr. Brandt yester- 
day that the United States felt 
it was desirable to pursue ener- 
getically the possibility of force 
reductions. The secretary of state 
arranged a meeting with. Soviet 


Ambassador Anatoly Dobrynin to- 
day to discuss the issue. 

On Berlin, both the United 
States and West Germany are 
cautiously optimistic about the 
prospects of an agreement, with 
both recognizing the problem ns 
a testing point of Soviet inten- 
tions on relaxing tensions in Eu- 
rope. 

Mr. Brandt conferred today 

with George Me any, president 
of the AFL-CIO labor federation. 
His other major appointment 
was a meeting with the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, fo- 
cal points of efforts to cub UB.

Italian Ruling Party’s Right 
Moves to Alter Reform Plans 
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ROME. June 16 (AP). — Chris- 
tian Democrat right-wingers, re- 
acting to the party's electoral 
losses to neo- Fascists, moved to- 
day to revise liberal reforms spon- 
sored by Pre mi e r E mil io Colombo’s 
center-left government. 

The action could divide and 
endanger Italy’s ten-month-old 
coalition cabinet. 

The conservatives, headed by 
Sen. Giuseppe Togni, served no- 
tice they would try to give a mare 
moderate tone to a housing bill 
already approved by one bouse 
of the parliament; and to amend 
land rent-freeze legislation passed 
by both houses last January. 

The conservatives argue that by 
frightening middle-class voters 
and , landowners, these reforms 
contributed to neo-Fascist gains 
at the expense of the Christian 
Democrats in local elections last 
Sunday and Monde y. 

Biggest Losses 

The Christian Democrats, Italy's 
most powerful party, suffered • its 
biggest Josses, in Sicily, where the 
two bills were denounced repeat- 
edly by the neo- Fascists in the 
campaign. 

One of the controversial bills 
gives municipalities greater power . 
to expropriate land. It was pass- 
ed by the Chamber of Deputies 
despite the defection of about 40 
Christian Democrat legislators. 
It now is before the Senate. The 
other law Breezes at a 1939 level 
rents on farmland worked by 
tenant farmers. 

Sen. Togni and his supporters 
introduced bills in both houses 
to change the law by revaluing 
the farmland. 

The conservatives’ action creat- 
ed a conflict with left-wing Chris- 
tian Democrats and with the 
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party’s Socialist partners in the 
coalition government. 

The left-wingers had pushed 
for both pieces of legislation, along 
with other reform plans approved 
by Premier Colombo. 

Election Study 

The conservatives' move came 
as Christian Democrat leaders 
caucused to discuss the election 
returns, which gave the ueo- 
Ffc&cists up to 16 percent of the 
vote in some areas. 

The liberals blamed the con- 
servatives in the party for the 
bad showing, and vice versa. But 
far the time being, the Christian 
Democrats and the Socialists were 
officially . sticking to previous 
pledges not to allow the govern- 
ment to fall as a result of the 
election. 

Meanwhile, more than 84 per- 
cent; of factory workers today 
ignored union calls for a two- 
bour walkout in the Mirafiori 
plants of Fiat in Turin, the com- 
pany reported. 

According to Fiat, 10.866 blue 
collars out of 12,805 did not join 
the strike called by unions to 
press the company to accept a 
new set of rfaim-c now under 
negotiation.

Russia Plans 
To Drill Well 
9 Miles Deep 

MOSCOW, June 16 (AP).— Oil- 
men from East and West today 
discussed plans for boring more 
than nine miles into the earth to 
extract petroleum. 

But the sp ecialists, in a panel 
discussion at the eighth World 
Petroleum Congress, agreed that 
the high temperatures deep 
within the earth and the time 
needed for deep drilling would be 
major problems. 

' Six members of the Soviet 
Union's All-union Drilling Tech- 
niques Research Institute, In Mos- 
cow. told the panel that their 
country is planning to drill four 
“groups” of wells 50,000 feet 
deep. 

“The actual drilling of these 
50.000-foot wells,” they said in a 
paper prepared far the discussion, 
**wfil be -commenced as machine- 
ry' and methods are developed" 

■ Preliminaries Over 

They added that "development 
work” has already' been completed 
for the first 50.000-foot well, 
scheduled to be drilled into “the 
Baltic shield,” and that “prepa- 
ratory construction and erection 
work” has begun' tor such a well 
in the lowlands of the Kura River, 
in- soviet Azerbaijan near the 
Caspian Sea. 

The other wells are to be drill- 
ed, the paper said, in the “Cas- 
pian lowlands” and “ in an oce- 
anic area, in the Sea of Japan, 
or somewhere around the Kurile 
Islands/ 

The Soviet scientists noted that 
the current record for drilling is 
25,340 feet set in November, 1958, 
In Texas by the Phillips Petro- 
leum Co. 

And they said they are now 
conducting research on drilling 
problems likely to be encount er ed 
in their super-deep wells. The 
biggest of these problems Is the 
hi gh temperatures. . likely to be 
842 F. at 50,000 feet

Britain Urges 
tighter EEC 
Defense Ties 

Calls for Increase of 
Political Cooperation 

PARIS. June 16 (Reuters). — 
Britain,' seeking entry into the 
European Economic C ommunity , 
today urged the Common Market 
partners to prepare for closer 

political and defense cooperation. 

Geoffrey Rippan, chief British 
Common Market negotiator, said 
Western Europe should evolve a 
European defense policy within 
the framework of the Atlantic 
Alliance. • 

Addressing the Assembly of the 
Western European Union, which 
groups Br itain and the Common 
Market six, he said, “After who 
have laid— as I hope we shall — 
the foundations for an enlarged 
economic community, it will, I 
believe, be Imperative that we 
work toward closer cooperation 
In the political field.” 

In his opinion, he said, this 
closer political cooperation would 
come within the enlarged com- 
munity. while the WEU would 
concentrate more an its defense 
functions. 

Mr. Rippan welcomed the con- 
sultations now going an between 
the Common Market six and the 
four applicant Tmtinrmf including 
Denmark. Norway and Ireland. 
“What is important is that we 
begin to translate our ideals into 
practice,” he said. 

“It is not by the abstract 
construction of federal institu- 
tions but by growing together 
through practical joint action 
that we will eventually create a 
united Europe. 

“We will achieve unity by act- 
ing together as nations, not by 
seeking to impose a rigid unifor- 
mity cm our peoples-” 

With the enlargement of the 
community, he said. Britain feels 
it will be easier to achieve a 
real harmonization of foreign 
policies. 

“I look forward to the day 
when this becomes second na- 
ture,” he said. “Only then will 
Europeans be able to make their 
voice listened to and not just 
heard in the world.” 

Mr. Rippon said that the en- 
larged community would benefit 
from a more collective European 
approach in its relations with 
the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe.

The workers came 
to London from Glasgow on an 
overnight train to plead for a 
reprieve for the company.

On Transatlantic 
Flights Cleared 

WASHINGTON. June 16 <AP>. 
—The Civil Aeronautics Board 
permitted a new series of $2 2u 
round-trip transatlantic air fares 
for young people to go into 
effect yesterday. 

Four of the airlines limited 
their new fares to rates available 
exclusively to students. Bel- 
gium’s Sabena Airlines. Royal 
Dutch TCT.Ttf and W lnnwir intro- 
duced round-trip fares of S220 
for the summer peak travel 
months, reduced to -S200 during 
the off-season months of late 
fall, winter and early spring, for 
students between the ages of 12 
and 30. 

British Overseas Airways Corp. 
restricted its student fare to per- 
sons in the 12-to-2B-year bracket, 
but made the rate- $210 tor the 
summer and $190 for next fall. 

The CAB lias begun an inves- 
tigation into Alitalia, which is 
continuing to offer a $199 round- 
trip youth fare between New 
York and Rome despite a CAB 
rejection of Alitalia's request to 
use the fare. 

Details of the inquiry were not 
available, but it is known the 
board’s enforcement bureau Is 
trying to determine precisely 
what tariff violations may be 
taking place. 

Fines of up to $1,000 per penal- 
ty could be imposed against the 
airline. But it is unclear what 
a penalty consists of: a single 
passenger purchasing a ticket, a 
planeload of passengers or per- 
haps an agent making a sale.

One of these is sen, made with 
a type of vermicelli flavored with 
saffron, cardamom, * milk and 
sugar. Another Is gajarka-halva, 
made basically of grated carrots, 
almonds, milk and sugar. 

But you could begin with one 
of the wonderful suka veena (dry 
dishes). Batata champ consists 
of a stuffing of minced and spic- 
ed meat with onions inside a pat- 
ty of spiced mashed potatoes that 
Is breaded, dipped in beaten egg 
and deep-fried very rapidly. 

The spices are in delicate har- 
mony and counterpoint, with the 
sort of artistry for which French 
cooking is famous. This is equal- 
ly true of the other opening 
dishes, such as jariwaBa cutlets, 
made of chopped beef with saf- 
fron, curry powder, red and green 
chills, the whole breaded and deep- 
fried. The same stuffing goes 
Into samosa Inside a flaky pastry 
shell that is also deep-fried. 

Then there are of course the 
curries, with chicken, lamb, meat 
balls or shrimp, all with various 
preparations Involving hot pep- 
pers or coconut milk or yoghurt. 
The finest (and doubly expensive) 
curry dish IS bniant. well worth 
the 15-minute wait it calls for. 
The curried' meat In it is lamb, 
covered with fried onions and 
cooked with a curry sauce, saf- 
fron and lentils. Rice is added 
and the whole is baked. The 
rice is something special, too, 
kmg-grained and very tasty. 

The Indo-Pakistanl drink to go 

with it is ratio, thinned and beat- , 
en yoghurt with bits of cucumber ] 


and hot pepper. It is both spice- 
hot and marvelously cooling. But 
there are (and this is really ex- 
ceptional in exotic restaurants) 
some excellent wines, including a 
number of good Beaujolais 
growths— even a very little-known 
and merely pleasant rosfe— and a 
1967 Ch&teau d’Arthua, a fine lit- 
tle Saint-Emilion. ' 

Instead of bread, try chapatis, 
dry pancakes of wheat. There are 
mangoes and fresh leechees for 
dessert, among other dishes, but 
the p&tisserie Maharajah, con- 
sisting of four different 1 «.wii 
delightfully spiced pastries, is 
outstanding. 

To finish it off, try sadi deal 
teed', which means plain Indian 
tea but which is nothing of the 
sort since it is aromatized with 
atffrnn , cardamom, . cloves and 
cinnamon. With an addition of 
milk It becomes doudmaXh desi 
tsaS.

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The Vietnam Documents 


In an unprecedented example of censor- 
ship, the Attorney General of the United 
States has temporarily succeeded in prevent- 
ing The New York Hines from continuing 
to publish documentary and other material 
taken from a secret Pentagon study of the 
decisions affecting American participation 
In the Vietnam war. 

Through a temporary restraining order 
Issued by a federal district judge Tuesday, 
we are prevented from publishing, at least 
through the end or the week, any new 
chapters in this massive documentary 
history of American Involvement in the war. 
But The Times will continue to fight to the 
fullest possible extent of the law what we 
believe to be an unconstitutional prior 
restraint imposed by the Attorney General. 

What was the reason that Impelled The 
Times to publish this material in the first 
place? The basic reason Is, as was stated 
In our original reply to Mr. Mitchell, that 
we believe “that It is In the Interest of the 
people of this country to be Informed..." A 
fundamental responsibility of the press in 
this democracy Is to publish information 
that helps the people of the United States 
to understand the processes of their awn 
government, especially when those processes 
have been clouded over in a veil of public 
dissimulation and even deception. 

As a newspaper that takes seriously Its 
obligation and Its responsibilities to the 
public, we believe that, once this material 
fell Into our hands, it was not only In the 
Interests of the American people to publish 
it but, even more emphatically, it would 
have been an abnegation of responsibility 
and a renunciation of oar obligations under 
the First Amendment not to have published 


it. Obviously, The Times would not have 
made this decision If there had been any 
reason to believe that publication would have 
endangered the life of a single American 
soldier or in any way threatened the security 
of our country or the peace of the world. 

The documents In Question belong to 
history. They refer to the development of 
Am erican interest and participation In Indo- 
china from the post- World War n period up 
to mid-1968, which Is now almost three years 
ago. Their publication could not conceivably 
damage American security Interests, much 
less the lives of Americans or Indochinese. 
We therefore felt It incumbent to take on 
ourselves the responsibility for their pub- 
lication, and in doing so raise once again 
the Question of the government’s propensity 
for over-classlflcatlon and xnis-classIflcatUm 
of documents that by any reasonable scale 
of values have long since belonged In the 
public domain. 

We publish the documents and related 
running account not to prove any debater's 
point about the origins and development of 
American participation In the war, not to 
place the finger of blame on any individuals, 
civilian or military, but to present to the 
American public a history— admittedly in- 
complete — of decision-making at the highest 
levels of government on one of the most vital 
Issues that has ever affected "our lives, our 
fortunes and our sacred honor” — an Issue on 
which the American people and their duly 
elected representatives in Congress have been 
largely curtained off from the truth. 

It Is the effort to expose and elucidate 
that truth that is the very essence of 
freedom of the press.

Guerrilla Strike in the Red Sea 


The attack on the Israeli-bound oil tanker 
entering the Red Sea had the marks of a 
typical Palestinian guerrilla action. It took 
place outside Israel’s principal links beyond 
the Mideast. The target was unarmed and 
civilian. The guerrillas failed In their mili- 
tary aim of sinking the ship. They succeeded 
In their political aim of getting publicity. 
Finally, by and large the rest of the world 
took the raid as Israel’s own peculiar trouble 
and not, as Mrs. Melr described it, as an 
“action against a civilian target proceeding 
along an international waterway” and 
therefore an appropriate concern for the 
maritime community as a whole. The State 
Department took several days to deplore the 
attack. 

Whether an attitude of Indulgence toward 
excesses by guerrillas encouraged them — 
Israelis so claim— Is hard to prove. But If the 
hijacking record is any guide, Israel will take 
steps to protect Its own Ships and cargoes; 
the guerrillas will switch to easier prey. 
Ships of other nations and the world at large 
wjll then pay sezlons note. Meanwhile, Israel's 
chronic sense of abandonment can only 
harden its go-it-alone proclivities — -procliv- 
ities which, It might be noted, work against 
those American officials who believe Israel 
would be well advised to submit a part of 
its security to the care of an International 
force. A test unit of such a force, Wash- 


ington has thought, might move in along- 
side a reopened Suez Canal. 

The canal, of course, remains dosed. The 
momentum of Secretary Rogers's efforts to 
open it is flagging. Mrs. Melr has been stat- 
ing Israel’s bargaining position In terms 
more calculated to calm her domestic op- 
position than to appeal to Cairo. Mr. Sadat, 
evidently buoyed by his new political power 
and his new treaty and weapons from 
Moscow, is now insisting that “the Zionist 
Invasion” — by which he means the existence 
of Israel — "will not end with the return of 
our occupied land. It is a new. crusade that 
will continue throughout our generation and 
that of our children." He seems to have 
diverted at least temporarily from opening 
the canal to persuading Washington to close 
off arms Shipments to Israel— a target of 
political o pp or tu nity created by Israel’s 
pending requests for more planes and aid. 

“Continued UJ5. military and material sup- 
port for Israel while It. occupies our land " 
says Mr. Sadat,, "is tantamount to Ujs. 
participation In the occupation of our land 
and aggression against the sovereignty of 
our homeland.” So long as he believes the 
United States may — by holding up arms — 
force Israeli withdrawal, he is unlikely to 
be much Interested In clearing the canal. 
The guerrillas may get one day’s headlines; 
the astute Mr. Sadat has much more m 
mind.

*CredibiIity Gap 9 Revisited 

The credibility gap — the famous conscience 
crisis which greatly hurt Presidents Johnson 
and Nixon — now threatens to grow a little 
larger. Can one believe Secretary Rogers 
when he does not hesitate to affirm that 
freedom of elections will be respected In 
Saigon, when It Is known that Washington 
has done everything to crush all neutralist 
efforts In Vietnam? What credit can be 
given to affirmations of principle on peace 
In Laos when It appears that everything 
has been tried to prevent a reconciliation 
among Laotians? What does the “will to 
negotiate” at the Paris conference become 
when secret directives forbid, in fact, any 
compromise? in permitting Americans to ask 
these questions, among others. The New 
York Times has perhaps infringed on certain 
roles, but It will have certainly contributed 
to raising the prestige of the United States 
if, by its audacity, it pushes the citizens of 
the Union to demand that the Constitution, 
be respected.

But none has been as disturb- 
ing as the contents of the report commis- 
sioned by Robert McNamara when he was 
Secretary of Defense. The aim was to 
discover and put on record why and how 
the United States got itself stuck in the 
Aslan quagmire. The three lengthy excerpts 


In The New York Times are not the whole 
story. The scope of the report does not cover 
briefings between Presidents and their ad- 
visers, National Security Council proceed- 
ings, nor a' full account of other Informal 
pressures on decision-making. But what the 
reports do reveal will shake the faith of 
those who believed and hoped that the gov- 
ernment of the United States was acting 
sincerely and In accordance with its an- 
nounced motives. They wjll evoke "I told 
yon so” reactions from all those who have 
always attributed American decisions on 
Indochina to dark motives. _ 

The implications for the much-vaunted 
open society In the United States are the 
ones which will affect President Nixon’s ad- 
ministration. Already a credibility gap 
yawns over such Incidents as the abortive 
attempt to retrieve prisoners held In North 
Vietnam, predictions about the end of the 
Vietnam war, and the invasions of Cam- 
bodia and Laos. There appears to be an 
official refusal to admit failure. The alarm- 
ing disparity between promise and perfor- 
mance depresses even those with faith in 
governmental processes. The McNamara 
papers show that super-powers take deci- 
sions much the same way the world over— 
with scant concern for the opinions or the 
feelings of those they represent. President 
Nixon’s task will be to prove that his 
method of government is in any way dif- 
ferent.

Endless Tragedy 

By James Reston 


TyEW YORK.— Pot the first 
time in the history of the 
republic, the Attorney General 
of the United States has tried 
to suppress documents he hasn't 
read about a war that hasn't 
been declared. This is one of 
the final Ironies of this tragic 
Vietnam war, but it wont work 
for long. 

The constitutional issue can be 
left to the courts. They need 
time. The issue is complicated. 
There is dearly a conflict be- 
tween the government's desire to 
preserve the privacy of Its In- 
ternal communications, which 
everybody recognizes, and Its at- 
tempt to extend this procedure 
to old historic documents, which 
analyze the blunders of the past. 

But in practical terms, the 
documents will not be suppressed. 
The New York Times will abide 
by the final decision of the 
courts, but too many copies of 
the- McNamara papers ore around, 
and too many fundamental issues 
are Involved to suppose that this 
• official record of the war can be 
censored for long. 

It is easy to get lost In the 
legalities, ambiguities and politics 
of this controversy, but the cen- 
tral Issue is what former Secre- 
tary of Defense McNamara had 
In mind when he ordered this 
analysis of the war in the first 
place. 

A Key Figure 
McNamara was a principal 
actor In the drama, deeply in- 
volved and even incriminated In 
the struggle, but near the end 
he tn-.ri.rtyd on his own responsi- 
bility, that outside and objective 
minds should look at the record 
and try to f ind out what went 
wrong and why. This involved 
many people— around 30— «J1 of 
whom have knowledge of critical 
parts of the Pentagon investiga- 
tion, some of whom have some 
of the documents, and a few of 
whom have copies or access to 
copies of most of the whole. 

McNamara Is clearly not alone 
in feeling that the basic ques- 
tions — how did we really get In- 
volved, how did we lose our way? 
— should be made clear in order 
to avoid similar Tni«fn.T«»» in the 
future. And at least some of 
these men are not going to be 
silenced by temporary or even 
permanent court injunctions 

publication of the facts. 
The Attorney General, by seek- 
ing for the first time a court 
Injunction before publication, has 
dramatized the Issue. He has 
transformed an academic mono- 
graph, with a very limited audi- 
ence of politicians, bureaucrats, 
journalists and scholars. Into & 
world issue on the American war 
and the First Amendment of the 
American Constitution on the 
freedom of the press. And his 
efforts at suppression, while they 
may prevail for a short time, 
will almost certainly fail in the 
long run. 

For the men who know most 
about these documents do hot 
believe that publication involves 
na tional security or would cause, 
in the Attorney General's words, 
'‘irreparable injury to the defense 
interests of toe United States.” 


M itohiiT}, consciously or not, has 
raised a fundamental question: 
What causes “Irreparable dam- 
age" to the republic? Publica- 
tion of documents that expose 
the weaknesses and deceptions of 
the government on Issues of war 
and peace? Or the censorship 
of these documents in the *wtth» 
of "national security”? 

This is the central Issue. The 
Attorney General and the Sec- 
retary of Defense hove a respect- 
able argument: They have toe 
right to private communication. 
The Secretory of State, William 
Rogers, also has a point: Other 
nations cannot do business with 
Washington U their communica- 
tions are .going to end up in the 
headlines of the American press. 
But beyond that, and even above 
it, there la the question of the 
integrity of the American execu- 
tive in Its dealings with the 
Americ an people and their rep- 
resentatives in the Congress. 

These documents are In the . 
possession of the principals. 
President Johnson has . a copy. 
Clark Clifford and Robert Mc- 
Namara are . reported to have 
copies. Other interested parties 


have copies or access to parts 
of them, and all are writing their 
own versions of history. So the 
legal Injunction, as It now stands, 
Is only against making the main 
documents available to disinter- 
ested scholars, and toe general 
public. 

This Is the main point about 
these documents, and why the 
documents themselves had to be 
published. Par they demonstrate, 
beyond question, not repeaters' 
opinions or speculations about 
presidential action but obvious 
and even calculated deception in 
the words of the them- 

selves.

Bank of Sark : Key Role in Swindle Scenarios 


By Jonathan Kwitny 


TVEW YORK,— The key to the success of 
the swindles involving the Bank of 
Sark lies in the ease with which its “paper" 
— various financial documents such as 
certificates of deposit' or letters of credit- 
passed through what appears to be a 
loosely organized but ruthlessly efficient 
network of international confidence men. 

Generally, the ring specializes in one 
of four types of operations— bank swindles, 
phony Insurance companies, advance-fee 
loan schemes and the sale of worthless .or 
at least overvalued securities of asset-poor 
corporations. 

Variations on these same four schemes 
continue to make money for some mem- 
bers of the con ring who participated in 
the Bank of Sark frauds. 

The most amazingly simple schemes are 
the bank swindles. Bank of Sark paper, 
for example, was simply taken to a legiti- 
mate bank and cashed or used as col- 
lateral for a loan. The uninitiated may 
have . trouble believing that a US. bank 
would fork over hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on 'the basis of a letter from a 
foreign concern that exists in name only — 
and it is true that many banks did refuse 
Bank of Sark paper, but some did not. 

The FBI contends,* for instance, that 
William Donald Shepherd used interna- 
tional cashier's drafts drawn on the bank 
of Bark to bilk three U.S. banks out of 
$560,000. The FBI complaint currently Is 
awaiting federal grand jury action. iMr. 
Shepherd also is «»ndw federal indi c tment 
In the same court far swindling the South- 
ern State Bank of South Houston out of 
about $700/100 through a different scheme. 
He has pleaded Innocent; 


This is the second oj two articles by 
Jonathan Kwttnjr of the WaU Street 
Journal on how the Bank of Sark helped 
to perpetrate some gigantic swindles. 

Why would banks drop their guard so 
disastrously? Partly because international 
bank drafts and certificates of deposit have 
become almost as acceptable as dollar bills 
In the mushrooming foreign commerce of 
recent years. US. banks victimized with 
■Bank of Sark paper usually made only a 
cursory check They would find, of course, 
that there was indeed a place called Sark, 
and their telegrams to the bank would be 
answered with assurances on fancy letter- 
head that the customer’s credit was of 
the best. 

But when the suckered bank submitted 
the draft for collection, the draft was apt 
to come back weeks later wrapped in. the 
same impressive letterhead bearing a 
puzzling message: “We enclose herewith 
your draft for $10,000 for whatever). 
Thank you for your continued cooperation." 

The insurance schemes Involve going to 
some place like Nassau or British Hon- 
duras, where almost anyone who can sign 
his name <or someone rise's) can form 
an Insurance company. The confidence men 
incorporate such a company and draw up 
a balance sheet fat with assets.- 

A Percentage in Advance 

Once these phony assets receive a cor- 
porate. identity as an insurance company, 
the con men sell policies, either directly or 
On a reinsurance basis. The con men who 
worked with the Bank of Sark would 
provide aD doubters with ; letters of ref- 
erence and they would pocket the pre- 
miums. When the first sizable claim

came In they would go some place else and 
start another insurance company. 

In another type of swindle, the con men 
either set up a bogus loan brokerage agency 
Or infiltrate a legitimate one. and then 
advertise that they have money to lend. 

In the Bank of Sark’s case, real estate 
developers and other entrepreneurs look- 
ing for money received loan commitments 
from a shell corporation posing as a $100 
million Insurance with an ad- 

dress In England, the West Indies or Cen- 
tral America — and, of course, subsumtial 
assets in the Bank of Sark. The business- 
men paid, in advance, a certain percentage 
— usually $25,000 to $50,000 of the prom- 
ised loan. 

A fraudulent loan guarantee can seem 
perfectly normal until the businessman 
takes his letter of commitment to a bank 
and finds that he cannot get construction 
money because the insurance company and 
the Bank of Sark that stands behind it 
have no assets. By then, of course, he 
has already paid a hefty . advance fee. 

One such mortgage finance concern was 
Alabama Equity Corp., whose assets turn- 
ed out to Include an alleged $600,000 worth 
of shares in the Allied for Capital Appre- 
ciation iAFCA), an offshore mutual fund 
with unloca table assets. 

Among those who allegedly have . used 
various parts of these scenarios are four 
men indicted in St. Louis— Philip M. Wil- 
son, WiiMam K Fox, Monte Schuff and 
.Charles Earl Brown. They have pleaded 
innocent to the various charges and are 
awaiting trial.

U.S. Probes Citibank Role in Hedge Funds Rise Sharply

NEW YORK. June IB {AP-DJ). 
—Two Investment funds in which 
some leading financiers and First 
National City Bank of New York 
together may have lost several 
million dollars are being investi- 
gated by the Justice Department 
and the Securities * Exchange 
Commission. 

The funds are a New York- 
based private partnership called 
Takara Partners Ltd. and Arm- 
strong Investors SA., with head- 
quarters in Nassau, the Baha- 
mas. Armstrong's officers Include 
most of the top management of 
Citibank's Bahamian subsidiary. 

The funds’ portfolios were un- 
der common management and 
sources believe their histories arc 
parallel in several important 
respects. 

Combined Assets Estimated 

Both are hedge funds, capital 
pools that theoretically are 
inverted partly in short positions 
os a hedge against a decline in 
stock prices. Combined assets of 
the two are believed to have 
dropped to well below $300,000 
from more thwn $8 million in the 
fast year and a halt 

Twenty-five partners — includ- 
ing G. Keith Fimston. former

XX true, this 
violated an Armstrong policy 
stated in the prospectus that the 
majority of the fund's assets 
would be invested In securities 
listed on national stock ex- 
changes. . . 

• Mr. Galanls and Mr. Ya- 
mada engaged In a number of 
transactions designed to benefit 
them or their f am llites. rather 
than the fund. - 

• An Armstrong audit in- 
dicates that sizable blocks of 
stock in three small companies 
were missing. 

• First National and its 
Bahamian subsidiary were used 
as "conduits for fraud and 
manipulations." Furthermore, the 
bank Is charged with breaching 
Its fiduciary obligation to su- 
pervise those managing Armstrong 
and being guilty of a conflict 
of interest In trying to protect 
its reputation and employees at 
the expense of Armstrong's 
shareholders. 

Damages Sought 

One group of plaintiffs is seek- 
ing $22A millio n in damages for 
the rJofx they seek to represent, 
including . $13.5 millio n in puni- 
tive damages from Citibank. 

Most defendants who could be 
reached generally deny all the 
allegations against them. 

In its response to the suit. 
Citibank disclosed it has agreed 
to pay about 92 million , to some

1 89 millio n the thir d con- 
secutive month In which the fig- 
ure haq hovered close to the ad- 
ministration's goal for the year 
of 2 million new homes. 

Harold C. Passer, Assistant 
Commerce Secretary for Econom- 
ic Affairs, said the reports “re- 
flect effects of the economic ex- 
pansion.” 

The increase in personal in- 
come was half again as large as 
the advance In April, and equaled 
the average monthly increase 
recorded so far this year. 

Wages and salaries totaled an 
annual rate of $571.2 billion In 
May, up $4.3 billion from April. 

Manufacturing payrolls increas- 
ed Pt an annual- rate of $15 bil- 
lion,' the largest monthly gain 
since December when wages were 
swollen by the return to work 
following the ten-week General 
Motors strike.

Back Commissions

WASHINGTON, June 16 tNYT 1 . 
—A Securities & Exchange Com- 
mission hearing examiner recom- 
mended yesterday that Arthur 
Upper 3d and the brokerage firm 
that bears his name both be 
suspended from the securities 
business lor a year. ‘ 

The case against him and the 
Arthur Upper Corp. arose out of 
their activities as the brokers 
handling transactions In US. 
securities for Investors Overseas 
Services and its related organiza- 
tions. 

The hearing examiner found 
that Mr. Upper had breached his 
fiduciary responsibilities in mak- 
ing and carrying out an agree- 
ment with Edward Cowett. former 
executive vice-president of IOS, 
to pass back to an IOS subsidiary 
half the sales commissions he was 
paid lor executing over-the- 
counter stock transactions for 
some of the IOS mutual funds. 

Upper to Appeal 
In New York. Mr. Upper denied 
that there had been any viola- 
tions of law and said the decision 
would be appealed to the SEC. 

The commissions that were 
passed back to IOS, rather than 
being used to benefit the share- 
holders In the mutual funds, went 
to Investors Planning Corp. from 
mld-1967 through mid-1966 and 
totaled $1.45 million, according to 
the hearing examiner. 

Mr. Cowett directed that they 
be channeled to IPC. the exam- 
iner said, because IOS was going 
to have to sell IPC to an un- 
afflUated buver, in accordance 
with an agreement it had made 
with the SEC to terminate its 
UjS. operations.

r ? any romance, any gallantry 
sthl clings to the pathetic and 
turbulent relationship between 
Queen Elizabeth I and the Earl 
of Essex. Robert Lacey's book will 
siphon it off. It is. a sec, cold 
eyed, underplayed pitiless assess- 
ment of an aging, imperious 
woman playing a fanciful game 
that suddenly gets out of band 
and of a man in dangerous 
waters and clearly out of his 
depth. No one was more in error 
in Judging his own worth t han 
kiikh, and no one paid more 
dearly for the mistake. Tech- 
nically his death sentence was 
due to the revolt he thought he 
wa3 heading in the winter of 
1601. But, as Mr. Lacey tells it, 
it was such a Mack Semxett af- 
fair, so ludicrous In what It pro- 
fessed, so creaky and inadequate 
In operation, that a Juster sen- 
tence would have been to dress 
up the man In motley and set 
fdru in the stocks. The ignominy 
of a custard pie in the eye would 
have achieved more in bringing 
the man to bis senses than the 
separation of his head from his 
body. But I suppose armed in- 
surrection to the Elizabethans 
was no laughing affair. The ex- 
cesses of the "War of the Roses 
were still warm in the memory 
of the queen and her council. 
After all, it was Henry Tudor, 
Elizabeth’s grandfather, who fi- 
nally brought a little quiet to the 
kingdom and that was not such 
a long time ago. 

That she was fond of the tall, 
russet-haired courtier, some 34 
years younger than she. there 
can be no doubt, though love as 
we understand the word was the 
last term that could be applied 
to their intimacy. The queen 
liked to be made much of. for 
reasons of state to begin with, 
for personal reasons later on. To 
have such an attractive gallant 
pay homage to her, to have him 
whisper in her ear, to flirt and 
dance, must have done much for 
her ego. 

In her own way she paid for 
the privilege, for Essex presumed 
on her friendship. 'Without per- 
mission, he left the court to Join 
the fighting in Portugal. His 
marriage to Prances Walstnghsm, 
the widow of Philip Sidney, didn't 
go down too well with his royal 
friend, and. his amorous bouts 
with the ladies of the court must 
have brought a sour strain Into 
their friendship. And Essex had 
an arrogant habit of knighting 
people after a battle with casual 
abandon— a practice that . set 
Elisabeth's teeth on edge. . One 
time, as we know; she boxed his 
ears and he in fury put bis hand 
or the hilt of his sword. . 

These antics, though, did not 
seem to man their friendship. If 
it was strong mnagh to with- 
stand such challenges, how the** 
did it get out of hand? It is the 
author’s thesis that there was no 
real feeling on either side, that 
the cement that bound them was 
economic in character. Essex had 
been impoverished by his father 
and he came to court in -great 
me&sttreto re-establish his for- 
tune. Be could have done it. But 
a number of things worked 
against him. He was willful and

extravagant and no great 
agtr of his own affairs, m addi-i 
tion, says Mr. Lacey, an Bnghshp 
editor on** historian, the queext 
neve; wanted him to be free of; 
debt. Had. he remained in he^ 
good graces, the rights and pert- 
quisites would surely have conr 
tinned throughout her life.

— Easy 
doesn’t do it for Jean-Ren6 Gou- 
geon. Prance's top trainer-driver 
for trotters says the other gait 
for standardbreds, pacing, leaves 
him cold because it’s not enough 
of a challeng e. 

Gougeon has the seat behind 
the greatest money-earner in 
trotting history, millionairess Une 
de Mai. In tomorrow's Cham- 
pionnat Europden at Vincennes 
race course. He returned last 
month from a nine-track com- 
petition for the world harness 
driving championship in the 
United. States and Canada, where 
he drove, both pacers and trot- 
ters.- There are no pacing races 
in Europe. 

“I don’t get much pleasure from 
driving a pacer,” said Gougeon 
today, “because it Is too easy.” 
He was not bragging about his 
exploits In the world competi- 
tion, for he finished eighth 
last He was giving an honest 
appraisal, for his reputation is 
secure. 

Gougeon is not a profit-maker 
with honor only in his own coun- 
try, for he has won most of the 
big trotting races in the world, 
including a fantastic victory in 
the 1969 Roosevelt International 
at Westbury, N.Y.. when Une de 
Mai beat the gteat UJS. cham- 
pion Nevele Pride. Gougeon is 
respected for his consummate skill, 
cunning and courage, so when 
he blames bad post position, draw 
and inferior horses for his poor 
showing, it does not sound like 
an alihi. 

“The races there are run very 
differently,” he said, referring to 
the half, three-quarters and five- 
eighths mile banked tracks 
where UK. drivers race Indian 
file for much of the race rather 
than lose ground on the “rim.”

Capote: Sage 
Of Sagapouack

CAGAFONACK. N.Y. i.NYT). — Just as 
^ Capistrano is unthinkable without Its 
swallows, so is this well-manicured village 
on the Atlantic dunes impossible to imagine 
without Truman Streckfus Persons Capote. 

Not only is the 47-yer.r-oId author Saga- 
po nock's mast illustrious literary citizen, but 
he also Is its most ardent booster. More- 
over. Mr. capote, in his bright yellow Jaguar 
convertible, is almost certainly Sagapo nark's 
most easily discernible resident. 

"I come here to work." the writer remark- 
ed the other day. T like the climate and 
the isolation. Given the ultimate choice, I 
would have an apartment In New York ar.d 
live out here. God knows. I dent care that 
much about California and Europe.” 

With an apartment overlooking the East 
River in New York, a home In Palm Springs. 
Calif., and a chalet in the Swiss Alps. Mr. 
Capote Is not yet driven to “the ultimate 
choice.” Nonetheless, he arrives here around 
the first of April every year and remains for 
the summer. He has been living here since 
1948. 

“It's Kansas with a sea breeze.” he said 
with a laugh, sweeping his right arm in the 
direction of the flat fields along the ocean 
that sometimes grow wheat and this year 
are planted for potatoes. 

Mr. Capote's housing complex— a cottage, 
a garage and a studio, all of weathered pin a 
— has no near-neighbors. Nor does he pro- 
fess to be very social during "the season.” 

“I only go out about 20 times to lunch 
and six times to dinner in tbe summer.” 
he said, contradicting the popular image 
of him as a constant gadabout. “In New 
York. I eat out all the time, but here I do 
che cooking.” 

The studio, a two-story, beshrubbed struc- 
ture. is where Mr. Capote does his writing. 
Seated at a dun-colored portable typewriter, 
which is placed on an oblong black table 
in front of a wall of mirrors, he is now 
working on “Answered Prayers." a novel he 
expects to complete in about two years. 

Although the title is taken from a remark 
by St. Teresa to the errect that answered 
prayers cause more tears than unanswered 
ones, the book "is as nonreiiglous as any- 
thing could possibly be." “In fact.” he said 
with an impish chuckle, “it's entirely de- 
voted to wickedness." 

Mr. Capote's studio was designed and 
furnished by himself. ‘Tm sort of a real 
estate nut.” he confided, “or a magpie. The 
only thing X do for exercise is to travel from 


one junk shop to another in search of 
things for my houses. Each house Is a 
further extension of myself, and the Saga- 
ponack studio Is one of my triumphs." 

In addition to the table, the typewriter 
and the mirrors the studio contains a chair, 
the back and arms of which are buffalo 
horns, a table of French crystal paper 
weights : a small screened fireplace, over 
which hangs a nacre-winged butterfly with 
a silver body; and a stuffed chair for read- 
ing. beside which Is a pile of books; “Coc- 
teau” by Frances Steegmuller; “Don’t Shoot 
—We Are Your Children” by J. Anthony 
Lukas; “Prison Confidential” by Prisoner X: 
and the Sears. Roebuck & Co. catalog of 
1908. 

In addition, there is a collection of hats 
that permit Mr. Capote to alter his image 
at will, which he delights to do. There ara. 
for example. Mr. Capote, the Westerner 
Policeman of 1900; Mr. Capote, the sport 
in a panama; Mr. Capote, the 1920s dandy 
in a boater; Mr. Capote, the Westerner in 
his Stetson. But from beneath all these 
hats there is always Mr. Capote's face, which 
is vaguely reminiscent of a young James 
Cagney. 

Indeed. Mr. Capote loves to act. “Oh. a 
writer writing at his typewriter.” he chortled 
as the sat down before his machine for a 
photograph. ' 

In addition to collecting “junk" for his 
homes. Mr. Capote is a compulsive collector 
of Cartier w r ist w atches — those made in 
Paris between 1920 and 1960. He has 33 
of them, which he wears one at a time on 
his right wrist. 

In some ways he fancies himself a man 


of bygone times. “I only drink the drinks 
of the 1920s,” he said, “dry Manhattans." 

Although he was bom in New Orleans, 
he has led a peripatetic life, making his 
first acquaintance with Long Island as a 
youth. His mother bad a house in East 
Hampton, where he often went for the sum- 
mer. He began his writing career in 1945 
with a short story called "Miriam,'' which 
won an O. Henry Memorial Award. “Other 
Voices, Other Roams" followed in 1948. 

Perhaps Mr. Capote's best-known literary 
triumph was "In Cold Blood,” an account 
of an apparently mindless murder of a 
Kansas farmer, his wife and two children. 
He absorbed hims elf in the case for six 
yean, taking 6,000 pages of notes and 
making friends with the two suspects who 
were eventually executed for the slaying. 

Appearing In 1965, the book was an imme- 
diate best-seller and has earned Mr. Capote 
more than SS million. Called an experiment 
in realism, “In Cold Blood” has turned its 
author into an amateur policeman. 

Two years ago. his Sagaponack house wns 
burglarized. ‘‘They took everything." he 
recalled the other day. 'Eventually a cam- 
era was found. In it was a roll of film. 
And when it was developed. I found that 
the robbers had taken endless pictures of 
themselves looting the house. So I was able 
to recover almost everything.” 

He smiled the smile of a triumphant 
Sherlock Holmes. 

Mr. Capote is, ot course, well known in 
the village. More than that, he is an ac- 
cepted part of it. 

One long-time resident told a visitor, “Oh, 
Mr. Capote— Truman— he gives us class 1"
